JAPAN. 


In a recent report to his Government, the United States Consul- 
Siete General at Yokohama points out, that the 
aateaiiien ‘importation of bicycles into Japan has more 

: than doubled in the past two years, the value 

of the imports in 1901 and 1900 being 540,215. and 521,0701. 
respectively, as compared with 227,149. in 1899. He says 
that the bicycle has not yet penetrated into the interior of 
the islands, but is used chiefly as a cheap method of locomotion 
in the seaports and large cities. Being employed principally 
for business rather than for pleasure, it is not subject to the 
caprice which sometimes causes such extraordinary fluctua- 
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JAPAN—continued. 


tions. In the opinion of the Consul-General, the demand for 
bicycles in Japan is likely to grow for some time yet, after which 
it may be expected to continue fairly steady. For the first five 
months of this year, the imports of bicycles show an increase of 16 
per cent. over the corresponding period of last year. A cheap 
bicycle costing from 2/. 10s. to 5l. 5s. finds most favour. Some 
bicycles for the troops have been manufactured at the Government 
works, and, as the Customs Tariff on bicycles and automobiles is not 
conventional, the Government may, if it seems desirable, assist 
home industry by another schedule unfavourable to foreign makers, 
but there is no present indication that this will be done. A few 
motor bicycles or tricycles are seen on the streets, but they are not 
at all common. 

The Consul-General further states that there is a fair prospect 
that automobiles may gradually come into use for purposes of 
business. He has been told that the postal authorities are 
now considering the advisability of purchasing automobiles for 
the transportation of the imperial mails at Tokyo. The mails 
are now carried in waggons or carts, each drawn by a single horse. 
The Government must keep several relays of these horses, which 
are a continual source of annoyance and expense. Should the 
postal authorities decide to buy automobiles, those that are run by 
steam would be considered objectionable because of the real or 
fancied danger of fire to the imperial mails. At present, gasoline 
is exceedingly expensive in Japan, but plans are in progress for its 
manufacture in the country. If these plans prove successful, 
gasoline will, it is said, undoubtedly become.very cheap, and its 
use for generating motive power will increase rapidly. 


In the same report, the United States Consul-General states that 

. there are only a few street railways in Japan, 

— some of which are electric aid the others 

, employ horse cars. An enterprising promoter 

might find it possible to establish a public automobile service, 

which, until additional street-car lines are built, would meet with 
no competition, except from jinrikshas. 

The report contains also a list of firms who are already interested 

in the importation of bicycles, and the introduction of automobiles.

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FORTHCOMING EXHIBITION. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
With reference to previous notifications which have appeared in 
a ' the “ Board of Trade Journal” respecting the 
British Oficial International Exhibition to be held at St. Louis 


a in 1904, the Board of Trade have been informed 
Exhibition. that the Foreign Office has recently signified the 


acceptance by H.M. Government of the invi- 
tation of the Government of the United States to take part in this 
Exhibition. The exhibits to be made by the Government, in its 
official capacity, will be limited to Education and the Fine Arts. 

In connection with the above, the Board of Trade have received 
from Mr. George F. Parker, the Resident Representative in 
this country of the Exhibition, a communication which states as 
follows :— 

“ France was the first European country to accept the invitation 
of the United States. This was only natural, as the Exhibition 
celebrates the centennial of the purchase, by the United States 
from Napoleon, of the great territory of Louisiana. France has 
made a grant of 600,000 frs. (24,000/.), for preliminary organiza- 
tion and the expenses of a Commission, which has already visited 
St. Louis. It is announced that a special building—the site for 
which has already been selected—will be erected upon the Exhi- 
bition grounds, the Petit Trianon having been chosen for repro- 
duction. Largely increased grants will be made later, so that the 
participation of the French Government and people is likely to be 
a conspicuous feature. The space already bespoken is 40,000 
square metres for exhibits and 5,000 square metres for a pavilion.” 

“Japan has appointed a Royal Commission and has set aside 
the sum of 2,500,000 yen (250,000/.) for the erection of a building 
and for making an exhibit which shall be complete throughout the 
whole line of its industries, devoting special attention, however, to 
artistic products. This Commission will be composed of some of 
its leading statesmen, and perhaps headed by the Emperor or some 
member of his family. Canada has made a preliminary grant of 
125,000 dols. (25,000/.), has selected the site for its building, and 
will make very elaborate exhibits in agriculture and forestry, as 
well as in its manufactures, railways, and mining, besides devoting 
special attention to its fisheries. Italy will give its official 
attention to a show of fine and applied arts, including glass and 
mosaics, which promises, if the plans are carried out, to be more 
complete than any it has made in any previous exhibition. 
Mexico and several of the republics and countries of South 
America, which last year displayed fine exhibits at the Paa- 
American Exhibition at Buffalo, have already accepted the invita- 
tion, and will make a strong show of the products peculiar to their 
soil and climate. In addition to the formal acceptances, the 
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Emperor of China has sent a Commission to St. Louis, apparently for 
the purpose of concluding upon the most direct form in which the 
Empire may undertakeadisplay. The German Emperorhas been con- 
sulted in regard to the Universal Exhibition, and it is apparent that 
the desire is that the nation shall be fully represented, both in regard 
to trade and education, and also in the fine and applied arts section. 
Further, among the older, but now progressive, nations, Korea has 
notified its intention to be represented officially. The Imperial 
Government at Constantinople has decided to participate and to 
send a Commission to the Exhibition, and is encouraging the 
merchants and manufacturers to become exhibitors. And a move- 
ment in Russia is in progress to attain the same ends. To add to 
the before-mentioned, several other countries of Europe and Asia 
have signified their intention to be represented with Commissions 
or with official exhibits of some kind. In fact, the probability is 
that, before the end of 1902, while sti!l about a year and a quarter 
of time will remain for perfecting arrangements, practically every 
important country in the world will have accepted the invitation 
to take part.” 


BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

St. Petersburg—In his recent report to the Foreign Office 
(Annual Series, 2,860), H.M. Consul-General at St. Petersburg, 
after referring to the decrease in British imports and the increase 
(though slight) in German imports, writes :— 

“ Attention cannot be too frequently called to the necessity of 
stimulating the demand for British goods in the Russian market 
by the employment of a greater number of agents and commercial 
travellers, and a more judicious conformity by British manufac- 
turers to the conditions of that market. German manufacturers 
by a strict attention to these points, in spite of the inferiority of 
most of their goods as compared with British goods, and of the 
impediments to the increase of commercial relations in the shape 
of high protective Customs duties and vexatious Customs regula- 
tions, fines and penalties impartially levied on all, still manage to 
spread their products successfully and progressively throughout 
Russia, where British goods meet with a smailer and smaller 
number of purchasers.” . . . . . . 

“ In the appointment of agents it is desirable that such be bound 
to represent only the firm by which he is appointed, and that he 
should in no way be associated with native or German houses, 
the advantage of this being self-evident. But to secure such un- 
divided service a fixed rate of remuneration will be necessary, plus 
a good commission on all sales effected.” 

“In order to reduce the cost which this would entail, a group 
of British manufacturers, engaged in different non-competing 
branches of industry, might combine to appoint a common agent. 
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For general information it may be stated that the chief Russian 
markets are those of Moscow, St. Petersburg, Warsaw, Odessa and 
Riga. Although St. Petersburg has less distributive power than 
Moscow, yet, being the port of importation of the latter, it should 
not be disregarded, and, moreover, an agent residing at St. Peters- 
burg will easily be able to find a properly qualified sub-agent in 
Moscow. St. Petersburg may also be recommended for the seat 
of an agent, as being more European in character than the older 
capital, and for the more international trend of its trade.” . . . 

‘In conclusion, it may here be observed that there will always 
exist in Russia a strong demand for foreign goods, which all 
classes regard as superior to those of native production; among 
such goods those of British origin stand pre-eminent in public 
estimation.” 

Christiania.—In his recent report to the Foreign Office (Annual 
Series, 2,873), H.M. Consul-General at Christiania writes as 
follows :— 

“There is good reason for believing that British trade may 

generally be ‘ qu uickened’ here, certainly in the central places of 
the country. Firms have realised that business is possible, and 
in some cases much benefit has resulted from personal visits; and 
satisfaction expressed at the results, and the assistance rendered 
to firms at home by this Consulate-General have been freely 
recognised.” 

“T would merely add what has perhaps been said before, but 
can never be said too often, that certain factors cannot be too 
much kept in view. Norway is not a rich country, and, therefore, 
prices of articles must not be beyond the means of the population ; 
that the quality of the goods at the price suited to the purchasing 
power must be equal, if not superior, to that of other foreign 
goods. We hear much at the present day of British goods being 
ousted by foreign competition, and one of the best means of facing 
ard counteracting this competition is to place on foreign markets, 
after ascertaining thoroughly their requirements, tastes and capa- 
cities, goods of equal and even better quality than foreign at prices 
suited to the means of the people.” 


Shimonoseki (Japan).—H.M. Consul at Shimonoseki, in a recent 
— to the Foreign Office (Annual Series, 2,878), states that it 

mig) ht probably benefit merchants and manufacturers desiring to . 

usiness with Japan, if they would subscribe to one or more of 

re foreign newspapers published in that country, so that they 
might be able to keep themselves informed of its affairs and make 
their wants known by means of advertisements. At present 
merchants address letters to Consuls, often containing requests 
with which it is utterly impossible for the latter to comply, but 
which might, in many cases, be answered by the editor of a good 
newspaper.

The out-turn approximated to that of 1896, which ranks next to 
1895, in which year the largest record for the Federated Malay 
States was obtained, viz., 825,000 pikuls, the sterling price being 
621. per ton only, or 32 dols. a pikul. 

The cost of living—food, wages, &c.—and of mining has, how- 
ever, so greatly increased of late years while the exchange value of 
the dollar has decreased that, with tin at, say 60 dols. a pikul, a 
considerable number of existing mines would be compelled to shut 
down or work without profit until the rates of wages re-adjusted 
themselves. As it is, the miners in Perak are reputed to have had, 
on the whole, “a very good year,” and their output increased ; in 
Selangor there was an increased output also, but the miners are 
said ‘not to have made much money,” the latter remark applying 
to Negri Sembilan, where the output increased by some 3,000 pikuls. 
It is satisfactory to note that Pahang, which produced 15,700 pikuls 
in 1900, is credited with 26,300 pikuls in 1901. 


TRINIDAD. 

With reference to the notice on p. 457 of the “ Board of Trade 
- Journal” for the 5th December last, the Board 
a0 =" of Trade have received from the Collector of 
Customs at Port of Spain a communication 
stating that, for long the existence of oil in connection with the 
asphalt deposits in Trinidad was known, but until lately there was 
no proof of its presence in considerable quantities. Now, however, 
wells are being exploited, some a little to the north of the Pitch 
Lake, and others at Guayaguayare, in the extreme south-eastern 
corner of the Island. These last are supposed to be the richest. 
No great quantity has as yet been brought to the surface, opera- 
tions being in abeyance until ample storage is provided; but the 
experts in charge of the works believe that the supply is very 
large. Analytical reports speak must favourably of the oil, which 
is said to be peculiarly rich in illuminating and lubricating 
constituents, and to lend itself readily to refining. The discovery 
is said to have great commercial importance, in view of the 
approaching cutting of an Ismithian Canal, and the proximity of 

Trinidad to what will in consequence be a great trade route.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


According to the “Iron Age” (New York) of 24th ult., the annual 
. report of the United States Geological Survey 
Xodnction of on the production of coke in the United States 
* in 1901 has been completed, and shows that, 
including the output from 1,165 retort or by-product ovens, 
the total quantity of coke produced amounted to 21,495,883 tons 
(of 2,000 Ibs.), valued at 44,445,923 dols., as compared with 
20,533,348 tons, valued at 47,443,331 dols, in 1900 and 
19,668,569 tons, valued at 34,670,417 dols., in 1899. The increase 
in production in 1901 as compared with the preceding year was 
1,262,535 tons, or 6°14 per cent., and was the largest output 
recorded in the history of the industry. The value of the product, 
however, showed a decrease of 2,997,408 dols., or 6°3 per cent. 


_ According to Ryland’s “Iron Trade Circular” of the 16th inst., 
American agricultural manufacturers are form- 


- rman ing a combination which will permit them to 
Fe decrease working expenses to such an extent 


that they expect to have no difficulty in under- 
bidding British makers in the South African markets. A capital 
of 120,000,000 dols. (about 24,000,000/.) has been subscribed, and 
papers of incorporation were filed in the State of New Jersey on 
the 12th inst. The combine will be called the International 
Harvester Company. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
Tin-Plate copy of a despatch from the Acting British 
Indust Consul at Chicago, stating that advances have 

- been made by the manufacturers of tin-plate to 
the workers, asking the latter to agree to a reduction in wages of 

25 per cent., to enable the manufacturers to compete with the 

British tin-plate trade in the United States. 

The duty on tin-plate is } of a penny per pound, but a rebate of 
99 per cent. is returned on the tin-plate being exported when con- 
taining different United States products. ' 

The Standard Oil Company has a contract to let at the present 
time for 1,500,000 boxes of tin-plate, and to obtain this contract 
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against the British manufacturers a reduction of wages over all 
the plants in the United States of about 25 per cent. is said to be 
necessary, and the men are informed that if they will agree to this 
reduction new mills will be opened, but if not many of the mills at 
present running will be closed. 

Tke importation to the United States for the past 11 months 
has been 184,488,793 lbs. as against 108,823,269 for the same 
period of 1900 and 1901 from the United Kingdom, while the im- 
portations from Canada for the same periods were 1,459,826 and 
879,368 lbs. 

The meat packers also use imported tin-plate for use in their 
export trade, and a reduction in wages might affect that trade also. 
In Chicago alone in 1901 rebate was given on 2,880,412 lbs. of 
imported tin-plate containing meat. 

The men in Indiana, close to Chicago, have as yet refused to 
consider the reduction, but the workers in Ohio are said to favour 
the acceptance of the terms, while the Pennsylvania men are wait- 
ing for the decision of the Indiana workers. The head of the 
union favours acceptance of the proposition, as it would thereby 
insure more work, but the Indiana men at present are determined 
to refuse a reduction of wages. 


YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


FRANCE—SENEGAL. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office, from H.M. 
Consul at Dakar, drawing attention to the follow- 
Materials ing fact which is of importance to British 
for Cotton Bales exporters, especially of cotton goods. 

. A cargo, chiefly consisting of bales of cotton, 
was recently landed at Dakar considerably damaged by sea 
water. When the bales came to be opened for examination by the 
Board of Survey, it was found that two different materials had 
been employed by shippers for the inside packing of the bales, 
which gave very different results. 

In one case the packing used was oiled canvas, in the other, 
tarred canvas. With the first the contents of the bales were in 
every case badly damaged, whereas in the latter they were practi- 
cally undamaged, although in several cases the outward appearance 
of the bales led one to expect that the contents would be irretriev- 
ably spoilt.

BRITISH CENTRAL AFRICA PROTECTORATE. 


In a recent report by H.M. Commissioner for the British Central 

Africa Protectorate, it is stated that an agri- 
Cotton Growing. cultural show was recently held in Blantyre, 

at which were displayed a large number of 
exhibits of the various products of the country. Among these, 
one of the most noticeable was cotton, excellent samples of which 
were shown. An expert opinion was given to the effect that cotton 
such as that exhibited would fetch a higher price in the home 
market than American cotton. It is estimated that a price of 
3d. per lb. in Blantyre would cover all plantation expenses and 
give a profit to the grower. H.M. Commissioner adds that he was 
informed by the manager of one of the largest transport and. 
trading companies that 14d. per lb. would cover freight and all 
charges from Blantyre to London and leave a profit for the shipper. 
There is, in the opinion of H.M. Commissioner, a possible future 
for cotton in the Protectorate, especially in the southern districts 
which border on the Lower Shire River. 

A report by the Head of the Scientific Department of the Pro- 
tectorate states that from the progress made by the one-year-old 
cotton plants, it is evident that they delight in the abundant 
moisture of the marshy situation they occupy, and that in two 
years a fair crop may be reaped from the plantation. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 2,872.) 
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ASIATIC RUSSIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 609 of the “ Board of Trade 
Condition of the Journal” of 27th March last, the British 
Central Asi Commercial Agent in Russia reports that the 
“Commercial and Industrial Gazette” of 
PS. 22nd ult./2nd inst. gives detailed information 
from its correspondents as to the condition (up to the middle of 
July, new style) of the cotton crops in the Fergan and Sir-Darin 
territories, the two principal cotton-growing regions of Central 
Asia. 

In its summary of the data thus given. the above-mentioned 
journal states that the condition of the plantations is satisfactory, 
and although the area under cultivation is everywhere considerably 
less in extent as compared with last year (by 15 to 50 per cent.), 
the harvest promises to be, if not equal to last year’s, at any rate 
as regards quantity not far from it. These hopes are founded on 


the very favourable weather prevailing during the height of the 
flowering season, and continuing to the present time (22nd July/ 
2nd August). Locusts—the chief source of danger at the com- 
mencement of the growing period—wrought in general very 
trifling damage, the sowings in the district of Tashkent suffering 
the most in this respect. Nor was much harm done by the floods 
from the mountain glaciers, although bigger than usual this year 
owing to the great heat, cotton being sown, as is well known, 


on more or less rising ground. A continuance of the present 


weather, and as late as possible deferment of early autumn frosts, 
continues the journal referred to, are alone needed to ensure an 
abundant cotton crop in Central Asia this year.

The letters have increased at a higher rate than for many years 
past, excluding the two years after the Jubilee reduction of 
postage. The increase in the rural districts was as much as 
6°78 per cent. 

The increase in the number of postcards, which was 4°7 per 
cent. during the two previous years rose last year to 6-2 per cent. 
Pictorial postcards are no doubt responsible for a large share of 
this rise. About 65 per cent. of the whole number of postcards 
passing through the post are private cards. 

The increase in the number of book packets and circulars was 
nearly confined to those delivered in England, outside London, 
and in Ireland. In Scotland there was an actual falling-off by 
2-3 per cent.

THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


‘he Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 7 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, @ 
so far as it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish 7 
this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom. 
mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- 
posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, 
which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to. was re- 
quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 
upon commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, 
and the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in thig 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may § 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. ' 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into 
the condition and prospects of British trade in certain South American 
countries. The “Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application 
being made to it, to venaly information with regard to the following sub- 
jects, viz.:—Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and 
Colonial Tariffs; Excise and “ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Kegulations; 
Consular Fees; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers; Trading Licenses; Foreign and Colonial Con- 
tracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists of Firms 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, §c., §¢. 
An inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general in- 
formation is conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close 
of 1899, was issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly 


at the price of ld.
